"There was a man in my father's church," 


said Frank jVIulhollaiid. to the Columbus tfo- 
tarians not long ago, "who was converted 
after a long attachment to the world, the flesh 
and the devil.

IX.—OUR SPADS ARRIVE 


The Whole Squadron Fitted With Coveted Machines 


w-k Y August !, 1918. our whole 
f-\ 
Squadron was fitted out with the 
*-' machines which we had so Jong 
coveted. The delight of <tae pilots can 
be Imagined. In the meantime we had 
lost a number of pilots on the flimsy 
Xleuports, not by reason of their break- 
ing up in air but because the pilots who 
handled them feared to put them into 
essential maneuvers which they were 
unable to stand. 
Consequently 
our 


pilots on Nleuports could not always ob- 
tain a favorable position over an enemy 


ness. He Boomed -up * short distance, 
turned over on his wing «°d this time 
came down diagonally for a real at- 
tack. Our Spada w«r« all firing upon 
him. 
. The Fokker waa Intent upon the 
French photograpbtngr machine. He did 
not pay us the compliment of even 
noticing our presence. I was eiacttly 
the right position to meet his coming 
and ut the proper moment I pulled my

To follow them was so obvious' a

The four rear Fokkers 
were well away by now, but the moment 
we began to dive after the three ahead 
of us they would doubtless be prompt 
to turn and select a choice position be- 
hind our tails.

spark. 


The engine mercifully started and I

As we drew nearer we saw that the

The 
next instant we were ahead of tho 
quartet and were engaged in a. furious 
dog-fight. 
Every man was for himself.

Huns were excellent pilots and seemed 
to be experienced fighters. Time and 
again I darted into a good position be- 
hind or below a tempting target, with 
the sole result of compelling the Fritz 
to alter his course and got out of his 
position of supposed danger. If he had 
known I -was unarmed he would have- 
had me at his mercy. As it was I would 
no sooner get into a favorable position 
behind him than he -would etouble about 
and the next moment I found myself 
compelled to look sharp to my own 
safety. 
In this manner the whole revolving 


circus went tumbling across the heavens 
—always dropping lower and steadily 
traveling deeper into the German lines. 
Two of my pilots had abandoned the 
scrap and turned homewards. Engines 
or guns had failed them. When at last 
we had fought down to 3,000 feet and 
were some four miles behind their lines, 
I observed two flights of enemy ma- 
chines coming up from tho rear to their 
rescue. We had none of us secured a 
single victory—but neither had the 
Huns. 
Personally I began to feel a 


great longing for home. I dashed out 
ahead of the -foremost Spad and fran- 
'tically wig-wagging him to attention I 
turned rny little -bus towards our lines. 
With a feeling of great, relief I saw 
that all four were following me and that 
the enemy reinforcements were not in 
any position to dispute our progress. 


On the way homeward I -struggled 


with my jammed guns—but to no re- 
sult. . Despite every precaution these 
weapons will fail a pilot when, most 
needed. I had gone through with a 
nerve-racking- scrap, 
piciuing upon 


deadly opponents with a harmless ma- 
chine. My whole safety had depended 
upon their not knowing it. 


This sort of an experience servos to 


bring homo to an aspiring pilot the re- 
sponsibilities of the Flight leader.' I 
considered this fact somewhat seriously 
as I flew homewards that night find 
made out my report. I wanted to be n. 
Squadron Commander, as every other 
pilot desires this promotion. Yet on tHis 
day I began t.o have an inkling of what 
it. meant to be saddled with such a rp- 
snonsibility. 


Our Chateau-Thierry Show. 


This whole period of what we called 


the "Chateau-Thierry" show becamo 
somewl::.t chaotic to rue. Briefly, it 
lasted from July 2nd to September 3rd, 
391S. I had missed much of it in the 
hospital. The little fly-nig I had done 
over the lines had not been especially 
Eatisfactory. And now I began to feel 
a recurrence of my ear trouble. 
The 


constant twisting of my neck in air, 
turning my head from side to side to 
watch constantly all the. points of the 
compass had affected in some mysteri- 
ous way my former malady. On August 
18th I suffered actual agony and was 
unable to get out of bed. 


This was a sad day for our happy 


mess. Two of our pilots, one the sanio 
Lieutenant Smyth that had made -so 
many patrols with me, the other <u< 
equally popular fellow, Lieutenant. Alex- 
ander B. Bruce, of Lawrence, Massa- 
chusetts—these two. pilots while patrol- 
ling- over, the enemy's lines at a very 
high altitude had collided. With wing's 
torn asunder both machines had dropped 
like plummets to the distant ground bo- 
low. 
The news came, in to us whilu t 


was in bed. I had actually jusi bt-on 
dreaming that Smyth was up with mo 
fighting- Fokkers. And I had dreamed 
that he had just been shot down in 
flames! 


When Captain JIarr came in to soo> 


how I was getting along, lie told mo 
about this horrible catastrophe. Smyth 
had appealed to me in many ways. Ho 
had told me that he had boen in tho 
French Ambulance Service since early 
in tho war. He hacl transferred to our 
aviation when we entered the war. His 
father hart died while he was with us 
and he had vainly attempted to get 
home to see his mother in New York, 
who was then critically ill. But mothers 
are not considored by those in author- 
ity—his application was denied. 


Bruce I had not known so well, as ha 


bad been with us but a few days. But 
the whole frightful episode really con- 
stituted a considerable" sho^k ,to tlifi 
nerves of our squadron.

Green who had been leader of this 
formation eame in a few minutes later 
and confirmed the sad intelligence wo 
had received by telephone from tho 
French artillery battery which had wit- 
nessed the co'Jision in mid-air. 


The lighters on the front can never

We air-fighters cannot 
understand why we cannot have para- 
chutes tilted on our aeroplanes to giro 
the diomed pilot one possible means of 
escape from this terrible deatli. Pilots 
sometimes laugh over the comic end of 
a comrade shot down in course of a 
combat. It is a .callousness made pos- 
sible by the continuous horrors of war. 
If he dies from an attack of an enemy 
it is taken as a matter of course. But 
to be killed through a stupid and pre- 
ventable mistake puts the matter in a 
very different light.
